count of the work done by them, as well as the reports. made by 
the departments which draw their own orders. 

Estimates have been made for the ensuing year and made part 
of this report. 

After having the quality of the stone on land of the estate of 
Dennis Donovan tested and getting favorable terms for its pur- 
chase we had the crusher moved to that land and reset. We also 
bought an elevator and had bins built so that the teams can be 
loaded in a very short time. 

The stone has been pronounced to be of the best quality and 
we hope that the town will take steps to have as much macadam 
road built as possible each year. 

Concrete walks have been built on West Central, Winnemay, 
Willow, Walnut and Mulligan streets and North Ave. More 
would have been built on North Ave., but we found the trees 
so located that they must be cut down or else the street widened ; 
some action should he taken in this matter. 

Waban street has been built in a good substantial manner so 
that the drainage is well cared for. 

A petition signed by a large number of voters was presented 
to us in regard to the location of the electric wires on trees. We 
notified the different companies in regard to the matter and they 
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have insulated their wires where they would come in contact 
with the trees, but we cannot see how the wirescan be located 
so as to be away from an occasional contact, until some system 
putting the wires under the ground can be provided for. 

At the adjourned town meeting, March 1895, under Art. 21, 
it was voted to refer the matter of a settlement with Eben Han- 
chett, for land damages on East Central street, to the Selectmen. 

We have adjusted this claim by the payment of one hundred 
dollars. 

At a Special Town Meeting held on the 16th day of Septem- 
ber, 1895, the Selectmen were authorized and directed to pe- 
tition the Legislature for such authority as might be needed, or 
take such other steps as might seem best to renew, pay off, or 
otherwise provide for the Town debt coming due next year. 

The object of this action was to provide principally for a debt 
of seventy thousand (70,000) dollars due to the Franklin Sav- 
ings Bank of Boston and maturing on April 1, 1896. With the 
aid of our Representative to the General Court we have secured 
proper legislative authority to issue bonds for purposes above 
stated.

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~ Remarks of Overseers of the Poor. 


The demand for aid from outside poor has been fully as great 
as during the previous year. We have endeavored to exercise 
great discrimination in aid rendered to outside poor, or else pro- 
vide for them at the Town Farm. There is no doubt that many 
now being aided could be much better provided for, and with 
greater economy to the town, if there was room for them at the 
almshouse. 

The attention of the citizens is called to the imperative need 
of anew almshouse, the present one being overcrowded, and is ill 
adapted to the necessary requirements. 

We have no hospital room and in cases of sickness among the 
inmates there is no way of properly providing for them, in order 
to secure the quiet and attention which is essential. Attention 
is called to the report of the Town Physician, Dr. Wm. Rich- 
ards. 

Some of the rooms already have three beds: and there is also a 
bed in the upper hall in use. 

There isno bath room or closet in the house, and as most of 
the inmates are old and infirm it isa great hardship. Proper 
cleanliness is impossible under existing conditions. 

During several weeks every summer the water supply gives 
out, necessitating that all the water used at the farm be brought 
from quite a distance. ‘The town water which is now at the 
corner of Rockland street should be extended to the Town Farm. 

The annual visit was made to the Farm by the Board of Over- 
seers on February 22. 

The efforts of the warden, Mr. A. O. Pearse, and his wife 
are greatly appreciated. 

The inmates are kindly cared for and their interests and those 
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of the Town are carefully attended to. 

A much larger acreage of the Farm has been cultivated, the 
work all being done by thé inmates. A careful inventory of 
property shows an increased valuation of $526.40 over the pre- 
vious year. Three cows have been added to the stock, a much 
larger quantity of vegetables used at the Farm have been raised 
and the general condition of the Farm and buildings has been 
brought to a much higher standard of excellence than ever be- 
fore. ‘There are now 20 inmates, 14 males and 6 females. 

The number of insane at the expense to the town is constantly 
increasing, there being three more than at the corresponding 
time last year, at an increased cost of $452.72; more than one 
third of the whole amount expended in this department being 
for insane.

Report of the Trustees of the Morse 
Institute. 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


The Trustees of the Morse Institute respectfully submit the 
following brief report. The widening popularity of the Library 
and Reading Rooms, as evidenced in the increased circulation 
and attendance, clearly indicates that the public appreciate the 
great privilege of having established in their midst an institution 
which is conferring such inestimable benefits upon our citizens, 
most particularly upon the younger population of our town. As 
the number of books increase we are forced to invade the already 
cramped quarters of the reading room on the Library floor. Ina 
comparatively short time it will be necessary to devote the whole 
of the second floor to the use of the Circulating and Reference 
Libraries, reserving the first floor for reading rooms. The prac- 
ticability of making such changes has been fully considered by the 
Trustees, and, when the exigency requires, they can be made 
without much expense or delay. The small room north of the 
reading room on first floor is now being used as a reading room 
for the smaller boys, and is supplied with periodicals suitable to 
their years. ‘This change has proved most satisfactory. 

In closing this report the Trustees desire to testify to the intel- 
ligence and zeal with which the affairs of the Library has been 
conducted by our Librarian and her assistant, «nd the uniform 
courtesy and kindness which they have exhjbited in the discharge 
of their responsible duties. 

We also most cheerfully refer to the high degree of efficiency 
shown by the Janitor in the performance of the labors peculiar 
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to his position. The building has been well warmed and cleaned 
and order well preserved in all the rooms. 

The attention of the citizens is called to the reports of the Li 
brarian and Treasurer which are herewith submitted.

Librarian’s Report. 


To the Trustees of the Morse Jnstitute : 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to report the present statistics 
of the library, and its progress during the past year, ending Feb. 
1, 1896. 

The whole number of books in the library at the close of the 
year was 17,450. 

The accession of books for the year was 375, and of pamph- 
lets 152. The number of books added by purchase was 293, 
and the number by gift 52. 


The annual examination of the shelves in July to ascertain 
what books were misplaced or missing, showed the number of 
volumes unaccounted for to be two. ‘These may be actually 
lost, although it is not uncommon to find books thus missing. 


The titles of new books have been printed in the three local 
papers, through the kindness of the editors. These lists have 
been appreciated by the patrons as is shown by the general use 
made of them. 


The library and the schools are coming in closer contact each 
year. The teachers of the higher grades have constant occasion 
to use the library in connection with the work of their classes, as 
well as the large and increasiug number of pupils. Especial at- 
tention has been paid to purchase such books as the teachers 
recommend as far as practical. 


The number of books worn out and withdrawn is large, being 
175 for the year. This is largely accounted for in two ways, 
namely, the age of many of the books, a very large majority 
having been in constant use twenty, fifteen or ten years, and the 
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extreme carelessness of the children in handling library books. 
This is a matter the librarian can do little to overcome aside from 
conspicuous cases of damage. In such cases the library card is 
taken away for a length of time, varying according to the dam- 
age done, with a fine in addition, which the offender must pay 
betore he or she can again have the use of their card. 

The limited space and number of chairs in the reading 
room, brought about the necessity of a room for boys alone, 
which was furnished on the first floor of the building in charge of 
Mr. Bryant. This has done away with much of the noise, con- 
fusion and distraction which wasso annoying to many readers 
and students in the reterence library. 

In presenting lists of books to be purchased it has been the de- 
sire of the librarian to divide the number as evenly as _ possible 
into the different classes, to meet the demands and tastes of all 
patrons. To assist in getting the best results from this plan, sug- 
gestions in special lines have been encouraged from those devot- 
ing their time to these subjects. A library to be most useful 
must be progressive; ‘‘it must keep pace with the times, or it is 
not living up to the full measure of its mission.” 

It is impossible in a report, to give an adequate idea of the 
work the library is doing. The statistics appended give some 
slight indication of this work. It has been the aim of the library 
force during this year, as well as previous years, to accomplish as 
much as possible, in addition to the routine duties, to bring the 
library to as high a degree of usefulness as was in their power, 
considering how much we are limited in room and appropriation. 
Our library hours are crowded with many and various duties. 
The demands of all classes of people to meet, alleager for informa- 
tion on some common or obscure subject. It is impossible to con- 
vey to an outsider the variety of experiences a day in our life covers. 
It is the universal delusion that the business of a library is simply 
handing out books to readers. Selecting, classifying, catalogu- 
ing, working out new or improving old methods is unnoticed. 

The placing of new books on the table in the delivery room, 
where people can look at them, has been a most satisfactory plan 
to the public. 

Itis a pleasure to report no change in the library attendants, 
who give the same faithful work as in past years, also to assure 
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each member of the trustees that their unfailing kindness and co- 
operation has been appreciated.

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Report of Water Commissioners. 


The commissioners desire to again call the attention of the 
citizens to the importance of taking some active measures tow- 
ards procuring a future water supply. Dug Pond has for the 
past two years been drawn upon for its full capacity and should 
there be a dry season or very much increase in the use of water 
which in all probability there will be, it will be necessary to 
get assistance from some other source. It is very evident that 
some immediate action should be taken looking into the matter. 
It is generally admitted that the quality of the water now being 
supplied is not the best that can be procured; complaints in re- 
gard to the purity ofthe water are getting to be very frequent 
and not without just cause. The commissioners would recom- 
mend that during the coming summer that a thorough prospect- 
ing be made by a competent enginecr as to the best method ot 
increasing our water supply, and in order to have this work 
properly done the commissioners have had an article inserted in 
the Town Warrant asking the Town to appropriate $500 for 
this purpose, feeling that it is for the best interests of the Town 
to have this matter attended to atonce. [Tor a full detail account 
of the works see report of the Superintendent.

Report of Superintendent. 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the twenty second annual re- 
port of the Water Department for the year ending Feb. 29, 1896. 

It will be noticed that the construction account is quite large 
this year, all the work caused by the Railroad bridges has been 
charged to this account, and all bills for pipe, labor, etc., used, 
in connection with the change has been paid for out of the Water 
Department, as the work is as yet unfinished, no claim has been 
made to the B. & A. R. R. Co. for payment, up to the date of 
the making of this report. 

There was also a large expenditure in street mains on account 
of so much rock on Woodland street, Bacon, and Highland Ave. 

The Water Works have been maintained and kept in efficient 
order for any emergency that might arise. 

At the Pumping Station, the Boiler set in 1874, was replaced 
by a new one of the best steel, and strong enough to do the work 
for all practical purposes. The engineer reports everything in 
good order except the supply, which will be noticed later. 


RESERVOIR. 


This is in good condition as it has been since it was repaired 
but the fence round the ground was built twenty-one years ago, 
and needs renewing, part of it having blown down during the 
last storm. It may possiby be repaired so as to stand a few 
years longer. 


MAIN PIPE, GATES AND HYDRANTS. 


In this part of the system, there are many hydrants that have 
become weak in the lower section, and from twenty to thirty will 
have to be replaced during the coming season, as it will be im- 
possible to keep them from leaking through another winter. 
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The West Central street pipe will require relaying this season 
on account of the pipe settling caused by the sewer trench, and 
there will be many leaks unless replaced by a new pipe. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


Now we come to the most important part of the system, 
namely, the supply of water, which in quality is not up to the 
standard but averages well with many other places, but it is not 
a question alone of quality, but quantity. We have this last 
year, pumped twenty million gallons more than tze previous 
one. The capacity of Dug Pond, is not much over one hun- 
dred and fifty million a year and the amount pumped this year, 
was within five millions of the above. It will be thus seen that 
we have about reached the limit of our present water supply. 

From the foregoing, itis evident that the time has come, that 
we must have more water, and of better quality, if it can be 
found in Natick. We should commence this year to experiment 
and drive test wells, in order to decide which is the best, for it 
will take at least two years to change the system. The town 
should instruct the water board to expend a certain sum this 
year, to prospect for pure water and report at the earliest pos- 
sible date.

Natick Water Works 
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Engineer’s Report of Fire Depart- 
ment. 


The annual report of the Fire Department for the year ending 
February 1, 1896, we respectfully submit. 

In Eagle Steamer, we have a piece of apparatus that is of no 
value as it is, and growing less from the cost of storage. The 
Board of Engineers have requested to have an article placed in 
the Warrant, to authorize them to dispose of it, or else grant 
money to repair it, so that in case of emergency it may be used, 
though they do not recommend spending any money on it. 

The rest of the apparatus remains in good condition. There 
have been comparatively few fires, and we have been fortunate 
in not having any accident to either members or apparatus. We 
have drawn the balance of the appropriation to purchase hose. 

The Fire Alarm is in good condition at date, but has been a 
source of trouble on account of companies, occupying our streets 
with poles and wires, placing them where it suits their conven- 
ience, without consulting those who have charge and without 
any regard to the Town property, which is in constant danger 
of being burnt out and rendered perfectly useless. We would 
suggest that no more poles or wires are placed, until written 
consent is given, by some one appointed for the purpose, who is 
competent to decide and will act for the best interest of all con- 
cerned. 

The Fire Alarm should be the first of all, for it is useless if 
not in perfect order, and it has cost the town too much to take 
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such risks, which, if continued, will oblige the town to build the 
whole system over, and go on private land in order to keep 
clear of high tension wires, to protect themselves and thus give 
up the streets to private companies. 

We would recommend that the fire alarm system be extended 
so that boxes may be located in the following places: corner of 
Speen and Mill street, So. Main and Rockland, Cottage street 
near Walcott, Union and Woodland street, and Walcott and 
Bacon streets. . 

As the sewer will be ready for use this next season, it will 
necessitate some extra expense to connect the Central station, 
It should be done as soon as possible, as the stable is not fit for 
either horses or men. It will require a larger appropriation, 
and we would recommend that five thousand dollars be appro- 
priated for the ensuing year.

The unusually large number of arrests for drunkenness is ac- 
counted for in part by the fact that during the year large numbers 
of non residents were attracted to the town on account of the 
works of a public nature which have been going on. 

The records show that fully seventy-five per cent of all per- 
son arrested for this offence were either non-residents or those 
temporarily working in town. In addition to his other duties, 
the enforcement of the liquor law has been in charge of officer 
George N. Goddaid. Ten search warrants for liquor have been 
served and in five cases liquors were found and forfeited. There 
have been nine prosecutions for liquor nuisance in five of which 
cases convictions were had, one was acquitted and three are still 
pending. Of the five convicted two paid fines and three ap- 
realed to the Superior’ Court. One hundred and_ eighty-two 
tramps have received accommodations in the lockup and _thirty- 
one stores have been found unlocked. Eight dollars have been 
collected from itinerent street pedlers and turned over to the town 
treasurer. 

It is a source of satisfaction to the officers that the moral sup- 
port of the community—always so desirable—has been fully with 
them in their efforts to impartially enforce the laws during the 
pst year.

To the Overseers of the Poor: 


I herewith present my annual report for the year ending March 
Ist, 1896. 


Number of house calls, 291 
Number treated at my office, 205 
Number of calls at the poor farm, 60

Four of this number were state charges. 

There has been one death at the farm; namely, Jason Gay, 
who died of paralysis, aged 74 years. 

There are at this time several inmates who by reason of age 
and infirmities are in a critical condition. 

I have on several occasions invited members of the medical 
profession and others of our citizens to visit the Farm with me, 
and in every instance perfect satisfaction, and indeed surprise 
has been expressed at the neatness and cleanliness of every 
apartment and the generous, wholesome and nourishing food, 
provided. The increased number of inmates, making it really 
an overcrowded house, is calling loudly and almost imperatively 
for better and larger accommodations. Patients, nearly or quite 
helpless, are hardly fit companions for room-mates, and yet with 
present arrangements we can afford no better. If the voters and 
tax payers would occasionally visit our poor farm and notice 
the trying conditions, under which the warden and matron are 
sometimes placed, any suggestion your board might feel called 
upon to make would be eagerly accepted. 
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I have noticed nothing but the pleasantest relations existing 
between the warden and inmates and everything within and 
without the house seems to move with usual harmony and good 
feeling.

Report of the Board of Health. 


The Board of Health in presenting their annual report take 
pleasure in congratulating the citizens of the town upon the de- 
gree of health that has prevailed throughout the year. Those 
dreaded infantile diseases incident to the summer months and 
which bring sorrow and mourning into so many homes have 
almost wholly failed to visit us; the record showing but two 
deaths from cholera infantum. The remarkable freedom from 
the so-called contagious diseases places our town inthe front 
rank of healthy localities! With a water supply comparing 
favorably with most towns in the commonwealth for purity and 
with a citizenship thoroughly realizing the beneficent advantages 
of the strictest enforcement of sanitary rules, we are at compara- 
tive ease so far as regards elements of danger within our own 
borders. 

The nnmber of calls for the inspection of vaults, cess-pools 
and poor or inefficient drainage has been somewhat less than in 
previous years and in none have we found the aggravating 
causes of the past. 

The attention of the board was early called to the condition of 
the meadow forming a part of the systen of Boston’s water 
supply, but in view of the fact that the Boston & Albany Rail 
Road were about to make important changes in their road-bed, 
thus greatly interferring with the already constructed filter-basins 
it was deemed the better course to simply require the pumps of 
the Boston Water Board to be put in operation sufficiently often 
to prevent the brook from overflowing its vorders. 
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In compliance with the statute Charles W. Messenger was 
appointed Inspector under the law relating to contagious diseases 
among domestic animals, but the board has received no report 
from him in regard to the work. 

Chapter 453 of the Acts of the Legislature approved June 4, 
1895 leaves the plumbing laws optional with the people of the 
towns and as the voters of Natick have twice declined to accept 
a code formulated for the purpose, this board has taken no 
further action in the matter. 

Three cases of diphtheria have been reported two of which 
seemed to have been contracted in other towns.

Report of the Trustees of the Leonard 
Morse Hospital. 


-—— 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the honor 
to submit their third annual report: 

They have again to express their regret that the work of build- 
ing the hospital is not yet completed, and to again beseech pa- 
tience for what may seein to those unacquainted with the facts a 
needless and an unreasonably long delay. 

During the summer, however, the cellar was built and drained, 
and a road made from Union street through the grounds to the 
- place where the hospital is to be located, at an expense of about 
three thousand dollars; but, aside from this, it must be confessed 
that but little visible progress has been made in the construction 
of the hospital. The principal reason for this is that the Trust- 
ees found that the cost of erecting the buildings in accordance 
with the plans and specifications of the architects was more than 
was expected would be required, and more than they felt justi- 
fied, with the amount of the fund at their disposal, in applying 
to that purpose. 

There were two ways the difficulty could be met: one, to 
modify the plans and thus reduce the cost; aud the other, to 
postpone the time of starting the work until the income and ac- 
cumulations from the trust fund should prove sufficient to meet 
the additional cost. ‘Tine Trustees in a measure have adopted 
both of these methods. The plans have been and are being 
modified so as to reduce the cost to the lowest price consistent 
with a proper construction of a suitable hospital, and a year’s 
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income from the trust fund has made a substantial sum to add to 
the construction account. 

The Trustees have been greatly impressed by the difficulties 
experienced by other cities and towns in raising funds to meet 
the current expenses of maintaining their hospitals. In some 
cases which have come under their observation, the lack of funds 
has necessitated closing the doors, at least, temporarily ; while in 
others, they have only been able to keep them open on the hand- 
to-mouth-plan, by constantly and persistently soliciting aid from 
every known source, or, in plain English, by importunate beg- 
ging. 

This, of course, is to be deplored and should be avoided if 
possible ; and while few cities or towns have been so fortunate as 
to secure so large a fund as was bestowed on the town of Natick 
by its benefactress to maintain its hospital, still the Trustees are 
convinced that, notwithstanding the fund is large, the current 
rate of interest on a safe investment is so low, and the expenses of 
running the hospital when built are to be so high, they are con- 
strained to say that, in their opinion, a still further delay in 
starting the hospital might not operate to its disadvantage, al- 
though it is probable that it willbe built during the coming 
summer. 

The latest modified plans are now in the hands of contractors 
for their estimates of the cost of the construction and it is hoped 
that the estimates when received will be such as to enable them 
to proceed with the work.

Report of School Committee. 


The School Committee would respectfully invite the attention 
of the citizens of Natick to a brief review of a few important facts 
relating to the condition and needs of our public schools. Last 
year the Committee unanimously approved and accepted the re- 
port of the Superintendent of Schools, and adopted it as the re- 
port of the Committee. Were it not for some special matters 
involving more or less directly the functions and prerogatives of 
the Committee, similar action would have been taken this year 
relative thereto. 


ELIOT SCHOOL. 


Owing tothe very radical and complete change made in the 
method of heating and ventilating the Eliot School at South 
Natick, nearly all the money appropriated for the general re- 
pairs of school houses has been expended on this particular 
building. The previous arrangement of heating the several 
rooms by means of large stoves was most unsatisfactory, being 
entirely inadequate to properly heat the rooms in extremely cold 
weather. ‘The system of ventilation, if indeed there was any 
system whatever, was crude and pernicious. 

Tle building, including all the hall-ways, is now thoroughly 
heated by steam and ventilated in accordance with the latest and 
most practical methods, as recommended by the State Board of 
Inspectors. The Committee feel that the money expended on 
such improvements is most wisely used, as it conduces to the 
better sanitation of the schools. It is hoped that eventually all: 
of our school buildings will be so re-arranged as to conform 
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more closely to the principles of rational hygienic laws. We 
believe that the health of the pupils in our schools is one of the 
most vital questions presented to our citizens, and deserves, as 
it unquestionably will receive, their careful attention and most 
generous support. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Last year an appropriation of $4500 was made by the town, 
through the recommendation of the School Committee, for en- 
larging the present High School building sufficiently to meet the 
increasing needs of the school in the way of additional and more 
convenient accommodations. The services of a competent archi- 
tect were obtained and plans, embodying all the improvements 
suggested by the Committee, were prepared by him and sub- 
mitted to and adopted by the full Board. It was found necessary, 
on further and more careful investigation, to make important al- 
terations in the present method of ventilation in the High Schoo- 
building, adding materially to the expense of the proposed im- 
provements, and hence requiring a larger appropriation than that 
already made. Therefore the Committee deemed it best to post- 
pone the erection of the building until this year, when the matter 
was to be again presented to the citizens of the town anda request 
made for an additonal appropriation, sufficient to undertake and 
complete the work properly. 

The School Committee most gladly avail themselves of this op- 
portunity of recording their unanimous approval and support of 
the system of school superintendence. 

Under this system our schools, of all grades, have felt the vivi 
fying influence of wise and judicious personal supervision. To- 
day our schools, in the judgment of those competent to express an 
intelligent opinion on the subject, take rank with those of (many 
of) the cities of this Commonwealth, and few towns can rival 
Natick in the character, ability and devotion of its teachers, in the 
morals and intellectual acumen of its pupils, and in the progres- 
sive, prudent and unselfish effort of its Superintendent. 

The report of the Superintendent, Mr. Frank E. Parlin, is here- 
with submitted, and we commend it to the careful perusal of our 
citizens.

Superintendent’s Report. 


Lo the School Committee: 
I hereby submit my third annual report, which is the fifth of 


the series of annual reports of the Superintendent of the public 
schools of Natick. 


LEARNING TO READ. 


The most radical change made during the year in methods 
was in the method of teaching primary reading. 

A little less than a year ago The Pollard Synthetic Method of 
Reading and Spelling was adopted to displace the Word and 
Sentence Method. After a careful investigation of the Pollard 
method, I recommended its introduction because it seemed to 
me a much better method than the one we were using, not be- 
cause it was a fad. It had none of the elements of a fad when 
we introduced it. It had been in use for years in the West. It 
was not popular in this state for it was almost wholly unknown, 
and the supposed leaders of educational thought who had heard 
of it, but really knew nothing about it, generally condemned it. 

‘Phe new method recognizes the fact that reading isa syzthetic 
art and that the child must Zearz ¢o read much in the same way 
as he learned to speak ; not by reading from the start but by be- 
ginning with the elements and proceeding intelligently to the 
mastery of words. 


There is no question that during the first few months, the 
pupils have the appearance of mastering this difficult art more 
easily and completely by the old method than by the new; but, 
after that time, the evidence is decidedly in favor of the Pollard 
method. Undoubtedly those first guzck results have made the 
former method popular. Reading at the end of a week at 
school has astonished and- pleased the parent while it has de- 
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ceived and misled the teacher. There was an appearance of 
power that did not really exist. The simple fact was, the 
teacher directly or indirectly told the pupil the words and he 
had remembered them. So long as his sentences were composed 
of those particular words he could read, but not a syllable more. 
He could never zzazded make out a word until in some way he 
had learned (what the new method starts out with) the phonic 
values of the letters. This is the real. beginning point with the 
child, whatever the method of the teacher. He can never be- 
come an independent learner in the art of reading until he knows 
these sound values. Take such words as cat, fat, rat, man, 
mat, mad and pat, pet, put. The learner can distinguish each 
of the first three only by the initial letter, and, before he can 
recognize and pronounce the words correctly and with certainty, 
he must know either consciously or unconsciously that each let- 
ter stands fora certain sound. In like manner he distinguishes 
the words of the second and third groups by the final and mid- 
dle letters respectively. In the word, not in the sentence, lies the 
chief difficulty of reading. What, then, shall we do? Shall we 
teach the pupil the things he must know before he can be sure of 
the words involved, or shall we present words and sentences 
from the first and let him find these things out for himself. The 
Pollard Method seems to me right in adopting the former course. 

The method starts out with a very interesting and thorough 
drill upon short @ and the consonant sounds. The children are 
carefully instructed how to place their organs of speech so as to 
produce each sound accurately and distinctly. Then they are 
taught to combine short @ anda single consonant, afterwards to 
build words by prefixing another consonant; then follow the 
combination of various consonant sounds, other short vowels, 
long vowels, diphthohgs, etc. But this is only a small part. 
He is taught the valwe of the letters in combination—the laws 
governing their sounds because of their fosztzow in a word. 
Thus, in maz he knows that @ is short because w does not pre- 
cede nor ~ follow it. In mate he knows the @ is long because 
of the final e, and soon. These laws apply not alone to these 
two words and the letter a, but to whole classes of words and 
generally to the other vowels. 

By this method the learner is never told a word. He marks. 


and sounds it and so discovers it. He proceeds as intelligently 
and systematically to find out an unknown word as he would to 
find the answer to a question in numbers, and he arrives at his 
result with nearly the same degree of certainty. He would do 
so with the same certainty, were our language perfectly 
phonetic. This leads me to say that our language is not, how- 
ever, such a lawless one as many think. Among the common 
words, there are less than two hundred which should be called 
exceptions, and these are largely monosyllables which the child 
learns without special difficulty through having his attention 
called to them as ‘‘exceptions.” 

Thus the keys to the art of good reading and spelling are given 
over to the child and he becomes an intelligent investigator and 
an independent, hence an interested learner. 

The Pollard Method is so different from the one previously 
used that the teachers were almost as much learners as the 
children, but nearly all are doing excellent work. 

From the answers of the primary teachers to questions sub- 
mitted to them with the request that they should answer 
thoughtfully and frankly, I gather the following facts and 
opinions: Over eighty-five percent had felt dissatisfied with the 
Word and Sentence Method before trying the Pollard, because 
‘‘there was too much guessing” and because the ‘‘dull pupils” 
found so much difficulty. 

There is but one exception to the opinion that the pupils are 
more zzterested when taught by the new method and that one 
thinks there is ‘‘very little difference.” 

All but one think the pupils grasp the thought of what they 
read as fully by the new method as by the old, while one feels 
sure they grasp it ‘*more fully.” 

One secures good expression more easily by the old method, 
several find little or no difference while more than half the 
teachers secure it more easily by the new method. 

Every teacher names some advantages resulting from the method 
‘There is no guessing,” ‘tmakes better spellers,” ‘teaches 
children to depend on themselves,” ‘correct pronunciation.” 
‘‘Better articulation.” ‘‘More rapid progress ; more interest ; bet- 
ter readers.” ‘‘An advantage to the backward children.” Bet- 
ter busy work.” ‘*Power acquired by even the dullest pupils to 
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work independently and successfully.” ‘‘Rapid recognition of 
words once studied out.”  ‘*Cultivates observation powers.” 
‘‘Flave learned many things about the English language I never 
knew before.” 


’ 


The only objection touching any essential part of the method 
was the ‘‘exceptions” which I have already noticed. These excep- 
tions can certainly be taught as easily by this method as by any. 

It is the unanimous opinion that a larger number of pupils can 
be taught successfully by the Pollard Method than by the old 
method. ‘‘This fact is very prominent in the first grade,” says 
one. ‘‘After the first three months, I can teach any number of 
pupils successfully by the Pollard Method” says another. 

All report that they prefer to teach by the new method, not be- 
cause it is easier for the teacher but because, as one says, ‘*The 
method seemsto me to be of greater advantage to the pupil, there- 
fore I prefer to teach it.” 

With very few exceptions, so far as the opinions of parents have 
come to our knowledge they have been decidedly favorable to the 
method. Many are quite enthusiastic. 

Of course we need more time to test it thorougly. It will re- 
quire several years to fully prove its excellencies and weaknesses, 
but up to date we most heartily approve the new method. 


SCHOOL GOVERNMENT. 


Perhaps, I may quite properly state at this time to you, as I 
have already stated to the teachers, what seems to me should be 
the spirit and character of the school government. 

The spirit cf a good and wise home-government is the proper 
standard. 

The good of the pupil, not the wish or convenience of the 
teacher, should always determine the method. 

The chief ends are to train the pupil to govern himself and to 
act habitually from right motives. 


The only forces that can control the pupil in self-government 
are within himself, not in the arm of the teacher. It is the func- 
tion and duty of the teacher to give these forces appropriate exer- 
cise by supplying proper motives. 

While it is sometimes necessary for the will of the teacher to

supplement the will of a pupil, it should very rarely indeed sub- 
stitute it. 


A good disciplinarian keeps force well behind the throne—out 
of sight—preferring to be recognized as frzerd rather than as 
master. 

It should always be presumed that a pupil has a reason for his 
conduct. ‘The teacher should seek for causes. Judgment with- 
out a hearing is injustice. 

The pupil’s character is involved in the school government, 
therefore the teacher should never hurry a case of discipline but 
take time to study it, in order to treat it for the permanent good 
of the child. In chronic or difficult cases, the teacher does 
well to confer politely but frankly with the the parents and solicit 
their hearty cooperation. 

A dull pupil, when he has done his best, is just as worthy 
as the brightest when he has done his best. To censure 
a pupil for lack of effort may be justifiable, but to abuse him for 


natural inability is contemptible. 
Scolding isa nuisance anywhere, especially in the school-room 


for it demoralize both teacher and pupil. In governing, the eye 
is better than the tongue. 

Habitual keeping pupiis aficr school is a sure sign of a weak 
teacher. 

Teachers should be able to take a genuine interest in their pu- 
pils outside of their studies. No heartless and senseless ‘‘gush”’ 
but a good, frank, honest sympathy. 

There are two kinds of school government that pupils and _pa- 
rents most heartily and justly condemn. One is the tyranny and 
caprice of a narrow, selfish or peevish mind; the other is the 
laxity and confusion due to the presence of a lazy, careless or 
forceless teacher. 

Good common sense and a great, warm, generous heart are 
the prime requisites of a good disciplinarian. The time was 
when little more than brute force was considered necessary in 
the government of a school. Ifthe teacher had the strength to 
overpower his pupils physically and the willingness to use that 
strength, the conditions for good order were thought sufficient. 
It does not require a very high order of ability to take a child by 
the shoulder and force him into a correct position or whip him if 
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he doesn’t promptly do one’s bidding, but it takes an artist to so 
operate upon the mézd of a refractory pupil as to lead him to 
assume the position voluntarily and do the right thing from 
choice. There is something wrong with that teacher who finds 
it necessary to resort often to corporal punishment. While it 
would be unwise to forbid corporal punishment in the schools, it 
is equally unwise to resort to it, except in extreme cases. It is 
very rarely used or recommended by good disciplinarians. There 
are higher and better motives than fear by which children can 
be governed. The pupil should find in his teacher a worthy 
example, something to attract and inspire the best there is in 
him, something broader, wiser and nobler than he finds in him- 
self, something to respect and trust and attain to. 

Often teachers give so much attention directly to the dadness 
of a bad pupil that they fail to appreciate his good qualities, 
By continually reminding him of his wrong doing and _ treating 
him as though they expected nothing better, he either loses hope 
of being able to redeem himself in their eyes and to win back 
their confidence or, through boyish conceit, feels flattered by so 
much attention and by being called a ‘‘hard boy,” considering 
himself somewhat ofa hero among the less notorious. Now the 
best way to kill weeds is to cultivate something else. 

The teacher legally stands zz loco parentis and needs to con- 
sider seriously how responsible the office and how sacred the 
interests intrusted. Whoever does not appreciate the responsi- 
bility or the importance of a right spirit in the school is hardly 
prepared to instruct and govern children, for, after all, it is the 
sptret and character of the teacher that most vitally affect the 
pupil. I always pity the pupils of those teachers who put no 
heart or soul into their work but make teaching a trade—so 
much time for so many doliars. How nice and free and com- 
fortable it seems to go into a school where the unfortunate forget 
their misfortune, the slow their dulness and the bad _ their 
perversity ; where the needs of each are wiseiy met and all rival 
all in doing their best, because all are counted worthy of the 
teacher’s love and to be equal sharers of her sympathy. 

It takes a noble soul to influence nobly another soul. It is less 
important waz the child studies than with whom he studies. 
The ultimate end of the school is not so much knowledge as 
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conduct. We are not satisfied with scholarship alone, we want 
character also. The government of the school should tend to 
make the pupil master of himself, should foster in him a deep, 
strong, manly regard for truth, purity and justice, and should 
promote reverence, philanthrophy and pure patriotism. 


TEACHERS. 


It is only right that a word be said in appreciation and com- 
mendation of the teachers. Since my acquaintance with your 
schools you have not had a more able and worthy corps. 
Generally I have been much pleased with their spirit and aims. 
Some have improved greatly. Some have taught under very 
unfavorable conditions but have rarely lost courage or patience. 

We have been unfortunate in losing from the schools several 
excellent teacheis. Six have accepted elections elsewhere, three 
have married and two have been removed by death. 

Miss Celia E. Doherty, who taught so acceptably the seventh 
grade in the Wilson School and who had always shown unusual 
energy in her work, died very suddenly, after only a few days’ 
sickness, on March 11, 1895. 

Miss Mary A. Webster, who had charge of the second 
primary room in the Pond Street School during the fall term 
and who became so popular with both pupils and parents, died 
after a brief sickness, on January 26, 1896. 

On the death of each of these teachers the School Committee 
adopted appropriate resolutions and sent engrossed copies to the 
bereaved families. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


The music has continued in charge of Miss Bartlett, who has 
been untiring in her devotion to this department. The general 
plan of instruction has been the same as last year except that 
more attention has been given to some important details, rosa 
ing in a marked improvement in the quality of tone. 

Our music books are very much worn; many of them are past 
repair, having already been rebound once. 

During the spring term Miss Mattie B. Bent, who was in 
charge of the drawing and who did such satisfactory work in 
this subject, was married, becoming Mrs. Cutting, and in 
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December resigned. 

Miss Mary F. Carrick of Boston was elected to fill the 
vacancy. Her preparation has been thorough and her work 
promises to be of excellent character. 

I hope no one will be disturbed by the introduction of volun- 
tary sketching. The pupils are encouraged to make sketches 
out of school hours but it is not a part of the reguc¢red work 
although, in the opinion of competent judges, it is a very profit- 
able and desirable practice. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The evening school was in charge of Mr. John F. McGrath, 
as principal, assisted by Miss Grace L. Hazen and Miss Emma 
F. Chater. 


I herewith submit the principal’s report. 


Mr. F. FE. Parlin, Supt. of Schools: 


The annual report of the Evening School is hereby respect- 
fully submitted. 

The term opened on October 15. The whole number enrolled 
was 54, the average membership was 39.5, the average attend- 
ance 30.6, and the percent of attendance 77.4. 

Owing to the increased appropriation, the term was extended 
from forty to fifty evenings, the increase being cordially appre- 
ciated by those in attendance. This year the school has been 
in session four evenings per week. This change has maintained 
a vigor and continuity in the work which seem to warrant its 
continuance, although I am aware that at times the plan 
necessitates some inconvenience to some of the members who 
are thus deprived of needed recreation. In accordance with a 
vote of the school board, a deposit of fifty cents was required of 
each pupil at the opening of the term, which sum has been re- 
turned to all who have been in attendance fifty percent of the 
time. More regular attendance and better care of school 
property were thereby attained. 

The benefits of the Evening School might be extended to a 
greater number of residents, if many who now hesitate to attend, 
were aware that the instruction is largely individual, and that 
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every precaution is taken to avoid embarrassment to” iN a who. 
have been long out of school. 

The spirit and interest of the pupils have been excellent, and 
they have at all times manifested an appreciation of efforts made 
in their behalf. In nearly every instance they have sought ad- 
vice as to the subjects and methods best adapted tor self instruc- 
tion. The awakening of this desire, has been in a large measure 
due to the lively interest and hearty co-operation of my | associate 
teachers. 

The best work is done, and the best attendance secured pre- 
vious to the inclement weather of the winter months, and as an 
aid in accomplishing these ends, I would recommend that next 
year the term open as early as the middle of September.

KINDERGARTEN. 


I very much regret that it does not seem possible to add to our 
system this year that much needed and most natural introduction: 
to education in the public schools—the kindergarten—but hope 
it may be kept in mind for adoption in the immediate future. 


SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS. 


For some time I have thought it would be a most excellen 
thing tor our pupils, if you should adopt the school savings bank 
as a feature of our school system. There would be very little ex- 
pense connected with it and it would tend to develop in the child- 
ren habits of industry, thrift and self-denial. The children of 
Natick are spending hundreds of dollars annually for gum, cheap 
candy and other useless or harmful things. Through school 
savings banks much of this money would be kept for future and 
better use and the children would avoid forming impiovident 
habits. 

In this country, the school savings bank system was 
first introduced in a school of Long Island City, N. Y., March 
16,1885. During the next eight years 817 schools in 78 cities 
and villages adopted the plan. Atthe end of that time there 
were 1467 school banks in successful operation, 33,810 pupils. 
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had deposited $345,634.50, had withdrawn $177,686.34 and had 
then on deposit 167,748.18 I regret that I have no recent data 
at hand. 

In New York and Pennsylvania the system is common. 
It has been adopted in a few towns in this state. It has proved 
very satisfactory in the Brookline schools where it was introduced 
by the school committee on Oct. 19, 1890. 

School banks are quite common in several European countries. 

Space will not allow me to give the plan in detail, but I shall 
be glad to give any interested pe1son such information as I possess 
upon the subject. Papers describing the system in detail together 
with recent statistical reports may be obtained from Mr. J. H. 
Thiry, Long Island City, N. Y. 


Porter bree ChHOOL. 


This school is in most excellent condition. Good, faithful, 
intelligent work is being done by both teachers and students. 
The school promises to be considerably larger next year and the 
need tor more room will be even more pressing than at present. 
The demand for better heating and ventilating facilities seems to 
me imperative. 

While it may be practically impossible to introduce into the 
schools a complete system of manual training this year, it is pos- 
sible to provide a room in the High School with tools and ma- 
terial so that the boys can make much of the apparatus needed 
in their laboratory work. The cost of such a room would soon 
be saved from the cost of apparatus and the boys would receive 
a most valuable kind of training.

My third annual report of Natick High School is herewith re- 
spectfully submitted. 


The graduating exercises of the class of 795 were held in Con- 
cert Hall, June 26, Wednesday evening. 


On this occasion the largest class in the history of the school 
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received diplomas, ten in the four years’ course and twenty-five 
in the two years’ course.

With this class of ’95 the granting of diplomas for two years’ 
work in the High School ended; hereafter at least three years’ 
work will be required. The reasons for this change were obvi- 
ous and forcible. 

On Sept. 3, Tuesday, 1895, the school opened with 188 pupils, 
109 girls and 79 boys. Since that time three have left and three 
have entered, leaving the present membership the same as at the 
beginning of the school year. This isa very unusual record and 
indicates a desire on the part of the pupils to improve the privi- 
leges offered them. 

In the present graduating class there are twenty in the four 
years’ course and six in the three years’ course. Next year there 
will be about twenty in the three years’ course. 

A further sign of encouragement is found in the fact that more 
pupils than formerly are in the College Course. In the two up- 
per classes there are about fifteen boys preparing for college and 
about ten girls. Inthe two lower classes an unusually large 
number are taking cither the Classical or the Latin Scientific 
Courses. | 

In quality of work there has been an improvement over that 
of last year. It gives me pleasure to say that this is the result of 
faithful help on the part of my co-workers, and of prompt re- 
sponse on the part of most of the pupils. Without this ready 
response from the pupils no satisfactory work could be done. 

The aim of the school is still the same; to adapt reasonable 
means to worthy ends; to increase the interest of the teachers in 
the pupils as individuals; to appeal to the best that is in pupils 
and enlist as far as may be possible their own common sense ; 
to develop self-government without sacrificing good order; te 
establish a bond of sympathy and helpfulness between teachers 
and pupils and to remember that when a high school has failed 
to arouse in its pupils generous sympathies it has failed to reach 
the highest standard. 

A good school is a slow growth. In carrying out the purpose 
for which we are working, many discouragements arise. A few 
pupils of the baser sort use the liberty that must be allowed in 
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any system where self-government is encouraged, as a cloak for 
their disturbing conduct; patience, hope and a large faith are 
necessary, for results are not quickly seen. Education of the 
young is a long range subject; the work begins now, but its re- 
sults for better or worse extend far into the future. In trying to 
maintaina healthy spirit and a high standard of work, I am 
glad to say that the efforts of the teachers, with few excep- 
tions, have been seconded hy the efforts of the pupils. The 
teachers feel that in the management of the young, sympathy and 
heart play quite as important a partas head and the pupils feel 
that the interests of the school are their interests. It is our aim 
to deepen and strengthen this feeling of cordial inter-depend- 
ence. 

It has been one object of the past year to encourage the pupils 
to think for themselves and not act as the mere repeaters of the 
thoughts of others. While the results are far from what we 
hope to obtain, there has yet been a marked growth in this di- 
rection, and any advance is encouraging. 

It has been thought wise to equip the English room with 
pictures, photographs, drawings and reminders in general of 
the authors whose works are being read. Pupils work with 
greater interest when surrounded with such an atmosphere, the 
work seems endowed with more reality and force. Quite a col- 
lection for such an equipment has been made and will be put in 
place during the spring vacation. In the classical department a 
similar plan will be carried out as soon as possible. 

Several very useful additions to the Library has been made but 
it is still hardly in condition to allow such research as many of 
the pupils would gladly make. <A library, like a school, is of 
gradual growth. 

The Teachers’ meetings have been of much service. At these 
meetings individual pupils have been under discussion; plans of 
study, methods of increasing the efficiency of the school, the 
marking system, its merits and defects, and other matters con- 
nected with the school have also been considered. At these 
meetings many helpful suggestions have been made by the 
teachers. 

The Websterian Debating Society has been conducted by the 
boys and the Alpha Club has been recently organized by the 
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young ladies of the senior and junior classes. Thes2 organiza- 
tions afford a chance for useful work and have been conducted 
with commendable zeal. It is hoped that next year will find the 
High School with a school paper. There is certainly material 
among the pupils for sucn a venture. 

In the long-needed improvements which the school authori- 
ties propose to make during the coming summer, in behalf of 
teachers and pupils I would bespeak a room in which the young 
ladies may indulge in healthy exercise during the intermission 
and also one in which the boys may indulge in reasonable sport 
without feeling that they are out of order. There seems to 
be no doubt but that the school next year will contain at least 
220 pupils, more than ever before, and suitable places for exer- 
cise during the winter months seem almost a necessity. 

The teachers of the High School will welcome at any time 
parents and friends of the school. Visitors are an indication of 
interest and as such they are a double stimulus to the 
pupils and_ to the teachers. Very often misunderstandings 
can be removed and drfficulties arranged by personal interviews. 
At present the number of visitors is quite small. 

In closing allow me to thank, in this public manner, the citi- 
zens for their continual and liberal support of the schools, the 
school authorities for their willingness to advance, by every 
means within their power, our interests, the teachers for their 
cordial efforts to make the influence of the school broad and 
generous, and the pupils for their general and ready response 
to all reasonable demands.

GENERAL REPAIRS. 


About fourteen hundred square feet of new blackboard were 
placed upon the walls of the various rooms of the Wilson build- 
ing and most of the blackboards in the Oak Grove, Pond Street 
and West buildings were reslated. 

Minor repairs were made in nearly all of the buildings. 

The Felchville building is in need of quite extensive repairs. 
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The roof needs to be shingled, the underpinning straightened up 
and some repairs made inside. 

The large schools should be provided as soon as possible with 
suitable water-closets. The present accommodations are hard 
to keep in proper sanitary condition and are for several reasons 
objectionable. 


Siew S DiC: 


The school census shows that there were 30 more children in 
town between five aud fifteen years of ageon the first of May, 
1895, than there were the preceding year. 

Although the average membership of the schools is 25.34 less 
than last year, the average attendance is 15.22 greater, while the 
enrolment sheets show an increase of 60 names. This indicates 
that a considerable number of pupils have moved out of town 
and others have moved in to take their places, but that the at- 
tendance was better than last year. This is confirmed by an 
increase of 2.16 in the percent of attendance. There has been a 
marked improvement in the attendance at some of the buildings. 
The Pond Street School has made a gain of 4.10 percent and 
the Oak Grove a gain of 13.84 percent. 

The average number of pupils assigned to a teacher is 35, or 
37, exclusive of the high school. Unfortunately it is not possible 
to distribute the pupils evenly throughout the town, so there 
appear such wide differences in numbers as 58 in one room and 
19 in another. The second room in the Pond Street School has 
been most overcrowded. This was brought about by the en- 
trance of an unusually large class trom’the primary room last 
September, which was due to the very small number promoted 
from that room the year before. The overcrowding will 
gradually disappear. 

The average cost of the schools in this State is $33.24 per 
pupil. It cost Natick last year $21.25 per pupil, including the 
high school. The average cost in the high school was $35.38 
per pupil. Of course, other things being equal, the larger the 
school the smaller the per cafzta cost. This is clearly shown 
by comparing such schools as the Wilson where the cost is 
about $15.40 per pupil and the Southville where it is about 
$32.40 per pupil. 
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The average cost is distributed about as follows :—Instruction 
and supervision $15.27, books and supplies $1.38, janitor $1.26, 
fuel $.96, improvements and repairs $1.43, all other expenses 
$.95. The average membership is taken as the basis of reckon. 
ing. 

There have been over two thousand visitors to the schools 
during the year, exclusive of school officers. Many teachers 
from other towns have been among the number. This is a good 
sign and I wish to extend to the parents and citizens of Natick a 
most cordial welcome to the schools as visitors. There is no 
other way by which they can help both pupils and teachers so 
much or by which they can become so well acquainted with the 
real work of the schools. Visitors are welcome on any day of 
the week and at any hour of the day when the schools are in 
session. 


Now, Madam and Gentlemen, I wish to thank you individual- 
ly and as a committee for your constant and unanimous support 
and co-operation. The success of my labors in your schools is 
inno small measure dependent upon your good judgment and 
unfailing loyalty to the educational interests of tne town.

REMARKS. 


As will be seen by the above statement I have overdrawn the 
sum of two hundred and thirty-one dollars and thirty-nine cents, 
and, by way of explanation, I will say that until the middle of 
November I understood that I was to receive five hundred dol- 
lars, a balance remaining from an appropriation in 1894 to re- 
build East Central street. At that time, I found that the money 
was never borrowed and it was thought best to bring the ex- 
penses as nearly as possible within the appropriation. 

By reference to list of orders drawn, No. 43 will be seen an 
item of $96,00 for one horse cart which should have been paid 
in 1894, also orders No. 1072 and 10783, a total of $18 19, which 
should have been paid in 1891, making a total of $114.19 and re- 
ducing the overdrraw of this year to the sum of $117.20.

This included the removing of ledge at Lake Crossing, about 
250 cubic yards, which was placed in the subgrade of the 
traveled way. The hill in front of the Nutt place, so called, 
was cut down in accordance with the order of the County Com- 
missioners, five feet at its crown; a drain on the south side was 
putin for the space of five hundred feet, three feet six inches 
deep, filled with broken stone and laid at the bottom with an 
opening six inches square, and thereby r-moving all water from the 
sub grade of traveled way. The road has received its ballast 
from Lake Crossing to the Hurley house, so-called. 


WABAN STREET. 


At the last annual meeting, it was voted to rebuild and re- 
gerade this street and that the sum of three hundred dollars be 
taken from the regular appropriation. This has been done by 
taking off the rise in front of the Rogers place and there is now 
a uniform grade from Concord street to Atherton; two catch 
basins with Concord grates have been constructed at brook at 
south end of street at the following cost :

Acting under the order of the Selectmen, I have removed the 
stone crusher from its location on Union street to land of Dono- 
van estate and have signed contract with the executor of the 
same, whereby the town isto have all the trap rock in the lot 
where crusher is located for the following price per load, fifteen 
cents for double load and ten centsfor single. The plant was 
moved, placed in position, and an elevator and bins of seventy- 
five tons capacity were added, making it possible for the town, 
including payment for its stone, to place in carts at an expense of 

seventy-five cents per ton.

In the centie of the town the streets are in fair condition but 
it seems that the outlying districts have heretofore been neglected, 
guard rails are in a dangerous condition, and in many places 
gone altogether. Four culverts should be rebuilt, the railroad 
bridges in West Natick should receive new floors, So. Main 
street from Curve to Sherborn line, No. Main street from Wor- 
scester street to Wayland line, Worscester street from Willow 
Bridge to Framingham line, and Eliot street from Eliot square 
to Everett street should be re-surfaced as well as East Central 
street from the Hunter place to Pegan brook. 

It has been the policy of the town not to construct catch basins 
and drains to take water from its streets, but to allow it to follow 
a natural grade to the place of discharge, oftimes a half mile 
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away from where it first gathers, and with this result, where cross 
streets intersect with main ones, the gutters are continued across, 
one or the other, making it extremely dangerous for carriages, 
and by the distance the water has to travel, it gains such vol- 
ume that at the lower end, it makes it difficult for foot passen- 
gers to cross the street to say nothing of the amount of ice which 
forms in winter, remains long in the spring, causing an unusual 
amount of mud, as well as constant washing of the street, and I 
would recommend that the town make a special appropriation to 
construct in places where most needed. 

It will be necessary for the town to dispose of one pair of 
horses at So. Natick, and one horse at the centre of the town and 
replace them by new ones.

Statement of the Sewerage Committee 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Natick: 


The Sewerage Committee herewith presents a compen- 
dious statement respecting the construction of the Sewerage 
System. 

Active operations were commenced on May goth, 1895 and 
work has progressed uninterruptedly to the present time, 
except on brief occasions, when the weather or other cir- 
cumstances were unfavorable. 

A large number of our people have sought and obtained 
employment on the works and as many of them were re- 
tained through the season as prevailing circumstances and 
conditions permitted. 

The various supplies and materials necessary for the con- 
struction and establishment of the Sewerage System, have, 
we believe, been of superior quality and obtained on  reason- 
able terms. 

Our purchases were based upon estimates and recommen- 
dations of our Engineer which were in some cases errone- 
ous. 

This was notably true respecting drain pipe of which we 
have stored in our yards several thousand dollars worth but 
in-as-much as this pipe is not deteriorating and will soon be 
needed for extension of lateral sewers this error of judgment 
need not be regarded as a great misfortune. 
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In the estimate of cement and bricks required the amount 
was much to small. 

When we found the very great increased amount of 
~cement and bricks which would be required for the reservoir 
and the extra cost of labor on the main Sewer and filter 
beds in carrying out the vote of the Town over the estimates 
which were made by the Engineer on contract labor, we 
decided it would not be safe with the money at our disposal 
to lay the lateral sewers until the main sewer, the pumping 
station and the force main were compieted. 

The town now owns about seventy acres of land for 
Sewerage purification purposes which will be ample for a 
great many years. A portion has been cleared and filter 
beds have been prepared sufficient for present needs. 
These can be increased as the exigency arises. The reser- 
ervoir (collecting and temporary storage, sewerage basin) has 
reached completion, and according to the report of the 
Engineer has been constructed ina thorough and_ substan- 
tial manner. The pumping station is very nearly finished 
and in our judgment is an attractive, convenient and well 
built structure. 

The boilers and pumps are now being placed in position 
and will soon be in readiness for a practical test of their 
merits. The force main from the filter beds to the pump- 
ing station through which will be conveyed the crude 
Sewerage, has been finished. The main sewer from the 
junction of Cochituate street and Washington avenue, 
through Washington avenue to West Central street and 
through West Central street to the pumping station will be 
completed in afew weeks. The lateral street sewers of the 
town will all empty into this main sewer and the Sewerage 
will flow by gravitation to the reservoir at the pumping sta- 
rion. The main sewer has been a very expensive portion 
of the system, but as it constiuted a vital and essential por- 
tion its construction was rendered absolutely necessary re. 
gardless of cost. Although the digging out and filling in 
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features were expensive they were hardly to be compared 
to the elaborate, extensive brace work required, and the al- 
most continual pumping night and day of water from the 
lower level of the trenches. 

We have also laid pipe through Summer street to Main 
through Main street to corner of South Avenue where prompt 
measures can be taken when desired of sewering the central 
business portion of the town. 

It may be well to remind our people that the whole of the 
money expended by the Committee has not been used in 
sewer construction alone, but that several thousand dollars, 
as per itemized account, has been necessarily devoted to the 
purchase of tools, lumber and apparatus in order to prosecute 
the work to the best advantage. 


Additional appropriations must be made for the construc- 
tion of lateral’street sewers. In no other way can the util- 
ity of the sewerage system be made manifest. We would, 
therefore, recommend that the Town appropriate an addi- 
tional sum of money for the completion of the system. 

In the prosecution of this important undertaking commit- 
ted to us we have met with many embarrassments and ob- 
stacles, but have striven to overcome and subdue them feel- 
ing assured that our efforts would be appreciated by our 
thoughtful, generous fellow citizens. 

Af er a faithful, conscientious service of several years. 
duration, Mr. Riley Pebbles retired from the Committee on 
on June 11th, 1895. Mr. James W. Morse was by the joint 
convention of the Selectmen and Sewerage Committee, 
elected to fill the vacancy. 

Immediately thereafter the committee reorganized by 
electing Mr. Clark chairman.
